The Western Maryland again chang­ 
ed their schedule to-day. 
There is no 
improvement in the service, except in 
the resumption on the Main Line of 
Nos. I and 4 which 
give Gettysburg 
better mail 
facilities. 
The new schedule is as follows: 
8:58 a. in., daily 
except Sunday for 
York. 
9:55 a. rn., 
daily 
for Highfield. 
5:48' p. rn., 
daily 
except Sunday fur 
Highfield. 
(J: 18 p. rn., daily for Baltimore. 
The 
morning train 
east and the 
evening train w est run only between 
York and Highfield; while the morn­ 
ing train w est and the evening train 
east run between Baltimore and High­ 
field. 
It still requires three days for 
a business trip from 
Gettysburg to 
Baltimore and return, unless a road 
other than the Western Maryland is 
used. 
The Main Line trains again put in­ 
to service are the Fast Mail leaving 
Baltimore at 3:50 a. rn., and arriving 
at Highfield at 6:32 and No. 4, leav­ 
ing Highfield at 5:20 p. rn. and ar­

“ If Wilson and Lloyd George really 
sought a quick peace they would have 
agreed to join in general peace nego­ 
tiations. 
Only by this means could 
they have knocked from the German 
Government their most potent weapon 
by which they maintain discipline— 
the idea th at their people are fighting 
f ir their own existence."

Paris, Feb. I — Forty five were kill­ 
ed, including eleven 
women and five 
children, while 207 were wounded in 
Wednesday night’s air raid, it was o f­ 
ficially announced here to-day. 


School teachers 
throughout Adams 
County have 
been advised that 
the 
annual seed 
corn testing and 
com­ 
munity day w’ill Ik* observed on Fri­ 
day, March 15th. 
Special efforts will 
be made to secure the attendance of 
parents. 


I lie purposes of the community day 
are: 
to co-ordinate the interests of 
the farm, home and school; to demon­ 
strate the value 
of testing seed corn 
l»efore 
planting: 
to vitalize 
school 
work by appealing 
to the desires of 
the pupils; to rally parents to the sup­ 
port of the school. 


County Superintendent Roth is giv­ 
ing a number of instructions to the 
teachers on how to conduct the event 
among which are the following: 


“ Have each pupil, particularly those 
over eight years of age, make a rag 
doll tester according to the inclosed 
specifications, prior to ten days pre­ 
ceding the Seed Com Testing School 
and Community Day. 
The sooner this 
is done the lietter. 


“On the morning 
of March 5, ten 
days prior to the 
event, have each 
pupil firing ten ears of com to school 
where it will 
be tested during 
the 
coming week. 
It is pre f t* r a I de to have 
the corn of each pupil taken from the 
ears which had 
previously been se­ 
lected for the coming season’s plant­ 
ing, but if this is not possible, other 
corn may lie brought by the pupil. 


“ Be sure to keep the corn of each 
pupil separate so that none of it may 
fie mixed with another pupil’s corn. 
“Two germination reports should be 
filled out by each pupil with the aid 
of the teacher. 
X)ne report 
will he 
retained by the 
pupil to take 
home 
with his corn which 
has been tested. 
The ?‘-cond report will be forwarded 
to the county superintendent. 


"It would be advisable to string the 
corn of each pupil in order to hang it 
upon the wall of the school mom (lur­ 
ing the testing period.” 
The following program for the day 
has Wen suggested to the teachers: 
“ Forenoon: 
arrange 
exhibits 
of 
tested seed corn and other products, 
calculate the results o f germination 
tests. 
“ Afternoon: singing (if America or 
another 
national hymn, address 
of 
welcome by the teacher, corn shelling 
contest by a group of pupils, singing 
by 
the school, 
recitations by 
the 
pupils, cracker 
eating contest, 
pie 
eating contest or spelling We, recita­ 
tions, dialogues 
or sketches by 
the 
pupils, 
singing by the pupils, 
an­ 
nouncements, closing song. 
“ If the teacher desires 
to have an 
evening program 
in additum to the 
afternoon meeting, a package lunch­ 
eon or community supper might be 
served in the 
school house, between 
the afternoon and evening sessions. 
“ Encourage the pupils to take part 
as much as 
possible. 
Make it their 
day. 
(lunies and contests will he ap. 
predated by everyone. 
“Short talks by 
patrons relative to 
their various experiences in corn pro­ 
duction or a series of reminiscences of 
their school days will make the orca* 
I sion unique.”

located five 
miles north of Battle Creek, or the 
food city of the world, which is about 
the size of Y'ork. 
It is a very nice 
place, I might say, and the people 
are very kind to us boys when we visit 
the city. 
Of course we don’t have 
much time to visit them for we are 
kept pretty busy. 
It snows about every other day up 
here. 
The snow is very light and it is 
so windy up here that it drifts very 
easy. 
We had a blizzard here yester­ 
day, but this is a very nice morning. 
It is IO below zero. 
We are used to 
the cold so that we don’t mind the 
weather, and we sleep with windows 
open wide at night. 
The steam is shut off each day from 
11:00 a. rn. to 4:00 p. in., due to 'the 
shortage of coal. 
This is the way they work us all 
week except 
Wednesday afternoon 
and Saturday. 
We 
get up in the 
morning at 5:15 and have reveille at 
6:00, then we eat, shovel snow, an i 
drill, and then we have m ess again at 
12:00. 
We start work again at 1:00. 
We drill and take a hike until 4:30 
when we have retreat, and then our 
day’s work is done, providing we have 
made no mistakes during the day for 
which we get fatigue duty. 
We are well fed 
and we have no 
kick coming for we get lots of beans, 
meat ansi potatoes, 
also 
different 
kinds of spreads 
and 
b u tter., Last 
Sunday we had a chicken dinner. 
I 
think we will have the .>ame to-day. 
We all have a good appetite a n i are 
gaining weight. 
I see by the paper that we have 
the lowest sick report of any camp 
in the U. S. A. 
I guess this cold 
weather has all diseases 
paralyzed 
before they reach here. We have about 
40,000 boys here in khaki, a n i all 
ready to face those Huns, too. 
We 
have 180 men in our Company, 9 lieu­ 
tenants, and 80 horses and we are at­ 
tached to the artillery. 
On Wednesday afternoon and S a t­ 
urday we have athletic exercise. Yes­ 
terday all but five of us took a twelve 
mile hike. 
Four others and myself 
were picked for a five mile hare and 
hound race. 
Well, we don’t stop for 
the weather, so we had it. 
I finished 
third for our Company. 
There were 
1,500 in the race from all parts of the 
camp. 
Time, I hour and IO minutes.

“When this firm of agents secured 
my services they did not mention war 
work,” he said. ” 1 was given to under­ 
stand that held labor aud trade work 
was required. 
Also I was promised 
that I could return any Saturday to 
Holland to stay through Sunday. 
The 
promised wages were high and food 
was said to In* plentiful. 
I accepted, 
my pass was ready Iii a few moments, 
hut I did not know t hat the signatures 
and vises required for my return to 
Holland had been omitted, as they al­ 
ways are in tho passes given by these J 
agents, no doubt because they know ! 
perfectly well th a t after a week In • 
Germany no single Hollander would 1 
ever think of returning there after his 
week-end in Holland. 
“Soon after m y-entrauce upou Ger­ 
man soil at Elton, where I found sev- j 
era! compatriots like myself, we were I 
met by an agent from an 'arbelts bu- I 
m m ,’ who secured our servlet** for 
shellmaklng at K rupp’s by telling us ( 
that food wa* good there anti wages 
very high. 
Ile said that In other 
branches of labor food was but indif­ 
ferent and the wages nothing like 
Krupp’s, so we men went to Essen. 
How good the food was there you can 
Judge of by the flirt that my weight 
wa* reduced by 24 pounds while there. 
“For 
breakfast 
we 
received 
two 
slices of bread without any butter or 
fat whatever. 
For dinner potato soup 
that left us hungry an hour after 
eating. 
Then in the evening again 
two shoes of bread like at breakfast. 
If the Hollander felt too ill or feeble 
to work the Germans simply took away 
his tad from under him to make him 
get up. Oh, yes, there Is a doctor, but 
he aiwuys diagnoses the same. 
’You 
eau work—lf you don't work you won’t 
ea t’—’nlcht arbeiteu—nicth essen,* us 
we used to put it. 
“The laborers are housed by the SOU 
together in barracks, which ure but 
Insufficiently warmed and Imperfectly 
cleaned. Typhus claims tuuny victims. 
In the hurruck* where I was housed 
I found four lueu lying dead of typhus 
beside my crib oue morning. 
After a 
few days of this sort of tliiug It Is not 
to he wondered at that many Holland­ 
ers try In every way to get back to 
their country, although the vises on 
their pusses ure lacking.
